Coal  Mining,  Pottery  and  Agricultnre  are  the  chief 
industries. 

The  amount  of  out-door  Poor  Pelief  granted  during 
1918  is  £317  6s.  68. 

Burton,  Derby  and  Leicester  Infirmaries  are  ;dl 
supplied  with  cases  from  the  District. 

215  Houses  are  supplied  by  the  Ashby  and  Swadlincote 
^^'ater  Company  from  their  Waterworks  on  the  Trent 
watershed  at  Milton.  Tlie  water  is  good,  not  plumbo- 
solvent,  and  artificially  softened  to  some  extent.  The 
rest  of  the  district  has  been  supplied  either  from  wells 
(wliicli  have  been  generally  unsatisfactory  either  as  to 
quality  or  quantity)  and  also  bj’  the  Moira  Colliery 
Company’s  Reservoir  at  Stone  Bow  Avhich  is  supplied 
from  a spring  at  Willesley.  OAving  to  the  defectivd^ 
Avell  supply  I advised  your  Council  last  year  to  extend 
the  Ashby  and  SAvadlincote  mains  so  as  to  supply  the 
Avhole  district. 

The  scheme  proposed  by  your  Advisory  Engineer  has 
received  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
and  the  Avork  has  been  in  hand  during  the  year.  The 
mains  are  already  laid  tliroughout  the  greater  part  of 
the  disti'ict  and  Avill  soon  be  completed. 

A 6"  main  has  been  laid  from  Woodville  Reservoir  to 
LittleAvorth  and  across  Littleworth  lane  and  Mushroom 
lane  to  the  Canal  Reservoir  corner  Avhere  the  existing 
8"  main  to  Albert  Village  and  Spring  Cottage  is 
connected  up  to  it.  From  Reservoir  corner  a 5"  main  is 
continued  to  the  Toll-gate  and  a 8''  main  from  there  to 
Daybell  Cottages  and  Illsley’s  Lodge.  A 8"  branch 
main  goes  to  Newfields.  The  latter  part  of  this  supply 
Avas  very  gravely  necessary  and  Avill  be  a great  boon  to 
the  occupiers. 

Thex’e  is  no  pollution  of  Avater-courses  of  any  couse- 
(]uence  in  the  district. 


DiaiiKig..  The  Outfall  works  at  Occupation  Road  consist  of  two 

and  . . 

Sewage.  tanks  and  two  percolating  filters  (with  revolving  arm) 

and  one  contact  bed  for  storm  overflow.  This  receives 
the  sewage  of  Albert  Tillage  and  Occupation  Road. 

There  is  a precipitation  tank  and  small  filter  bed  at 
Swain’s  Park  to  deal  rvith  the  sewage  from  the  few 
houses  at  that  point. 

The  Outfall  works  at  Ronisthorpe  Lane,  one  precipi- 
tation tank  and  two  percolating  filters  (revolving  arm 
distributors)  are  now  connected  up  with  the  sewer  from 
!Moira  School  and  Stone  Row.  They  have  been  enlarged 
in  order  to  deal  with  this  increased  quantity  of  sewage. 

A few  houses  below  Stone  Kow  are  below  the  level  of 
this  sewer  and  still  discharge  their  sewage  into  a small 
precipitating  tank. 

New  Row,  Newfields,  is  sewered  to  a closed  tank  in 
the  old  clay  pits,  and  Old  Row  sewage  is  collected  in  a 
closed  tank  below  the  gardens,  the  overflow  being 
irrigated  in  a long  open  ditch. 

The  sewage  of  Rawdon  Terrace  is  discharged  into  a 
small  stream,  which  loses  itself  in  marshy  laud. 

Throughout  the  district  the  sewage  is  slop  water  only. 

Owing  to  the  varying  levels  of  the  district  and  the 
constant  interception  of  railway  and  canal  between 
detached  groups  of  houses,  it  is  not  possible  to  have  one 
general  scheme  of  sewering,  but  Newfields  and  Rawdon 
Terrace  might  be  connected  Avith  the  Donisthorpe  Lane 
outfall. 
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rrivy  Middens-  Pail  C oicts. 
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No  houses  have  been  converted  from  Privy  Middens  to 
"W.Cs.,  or  from  Pail  Closets  to  W.Cs. 


4 defective  privies  liave  been  improved,  and  2 converted 
to  Pail  closets. 


When  the  district  is  mainly  supplied  from  public  water 
mains  I Irojie  to  see  a mucli  larger  percentage  of  A\'ater 
closets  instead  of  privy  middens. 


ScavL-n.^ins^  The  district  is  entirely  scavenged  by  contractors,  Avork- 

ing  under  tire  Councirs  supervision  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.  Three  contractors  are  emplo3’ed,  but  there  is 
no  regular  rule  for  the  erapt^’ing  of  P.Ms.  It  is  done 
about  three  times  a 3'ear  in  Albert  Village,  and  about 
twice  a j'ear  in  Moira,  where  the  P.Ms.  are  much  more 
capacious.  The  night-soil  is  disjtosed  of  on  the  land,  and 
the  ashes  in  a tip.  The  cost  of  scavenging  the  district  is 
£166  10s.  Od. 


Sanitary  200  Inspections  of  premises  have  been  made,  and  21 

Inspection,  jefectivo  or  insanitary  conditions  abated.  15  infected 
houses  have  been  disinfected.  There  has  not  been  an}' 
disinfection  of  schoolrooms  required. 


Under  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  Orders  the  llegula- 
tions  have  been  adopted,  and  a Veterinary  Inspector 
appointed.  There  are  23  milkseliers  registered,  and  9 
dairymen  who  make  butter  only.  92  insjreetions  have 
been  made,  three  premises  reipiired  whiteAvashiug,  and 
repairs  to  one  dairy,  Avhich  have  beeir  carried  out. 


There  are  3 slaughter-houses  of  which  only  two  are 
in  use. 

There  are  no  lodging-houses,  under-ground  bakehouses 
or  offensive  trades  in  the  district. 

No  sample  of  water  has  been  sent  for  analysis  this 
year.

Tliero  are  16  cowkeepers  on  the  Register,  and  about 
80  COM'S  are  kept.  There  are  no  milksellers  who  are  not 
eo'wkeepers.  The  milk  produced  is  almost  entirely  con- 
sumed in  tlie  district  and  ver}'  little  is  imported  into  the 
district.  No  case  of  tuberculous  udders  has  been  reported 
to  me.  The  cubic  space  per  com'  in  the  sheds  average 
about  400  cubic  feet.  This  is  much  too  little,  600  being 
the  minimum  desirable.  4 inspections  have  been  made 
and  4 premises  required  'washing,  4 structural  improve- 
ments and  2 sanitary  improvements.  11  of  the  cow- 
keepers’  premises  are  supplied  from  rvells  and  the  rest 
from  the  mains.  9 of  the  milksellers  are  also  makers  of 
butter. 

4 inspections  of  premises  have  been  made.  No  unsound 
food  has  been  found.  The  condition  of  the  bakehouses 
is  satisfactory,  also  of  the  slaughterhouses.  There  are 
no  special  arrangements  made  for  the  inspection  of  meat 
but  inspection  of  the  premises  is  usually  undertaken  at. 
killing  time  'when  the  carcases  are  also  inspected.  No 
case  of  tuberculosis  in  meat  has  been  found. 

91  Houses  have  been  inspected. 

The  -water  supply  to  all  except  5 is  from  the  Ashby 
and  Swadlincote  Reservoirs  and  is  good  and  sufficient. 
4 are  supplied  from  -wells  and  cue  from  filtered  rain 
water. 

The  closet  accommodation  is  almost  entirely  of  the 
priv}'  midden  type,  there  are  8 provided  with  TV.Cs. 
62  houses  have  a closet  apiece,  21  have  one  closet  to  two 
houses,  and  three  have  only  one  bet-ween  them.  All 
except  one  have  covered  ash  vaults.  In  one  ease  only  is 
there  evidence  of  damp  in  the  dwelling-house.  In  one 
case  a defective  roof  and  defective  sewering.  In  one 
case  only,  lighting  and  ventilation  are  bad  and  the  house 
dirty.  In  all  the  others  the  lighting,  ventilation,  paving 
drainage,  etc.,  are  satisfactory.  One  case  of  overcrowd- 
ing has  been  found,  and  notice  to  abate  issued.

The  sanitary  arrangements  are  satisfactory.  4 have 
been  been  found  defective  and  have  been  remedied  after 
issue  of  notice.  I have  received  one  list  of  outworkers — 
seven  in  number.  One  case  of  tuberculosis  occurred  in 
the  bouse  of  one  worker,  the  bouse  was  disinfected  after 
death.  The  outworkers  are  all  engaged  in  knitting  socks. 
No  case  of  infectious  disease  has  been  notified  in  homes 
of  outworkers. 

The  sanitary  administration  of  the  district  is  carried 
out  by  the  Medical  Officer,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who 
is  the  officer  appointed  under  the  Housing  and  Toavii 
Planning  Act,  and  the  Veterinary  Inspector. 

Scarlet  fever  has  occurred  in  14  cases  spread  over  the 
Avbole  year.  Pour  cases  were  removed  to  the  Hospital, 
the  rest  being  isolated  at  home. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  and  three  cases  of  Erysipelas 
were  notified. 

One  case  of  Puerperal  fever  occurred,  a midwife  having 
attended  at  the  confinement. 

Two  cases  of  Enteric  were  notified,  but  one  was  very 
doubtful.  The  other  was  contracted  oirt  of  the  district. 

0 cases  of  Pidmonary  tuberculosis  have  been  notified. 
Two  ended  fatally — both  these  were  insured  persons,  but 
too  ill  for  Sanatorium  treatment.  A third  insured  case 
has  gone  to  a Sanatorium.  The  two  others  are  children 
and  are  improving  in  health.  3 cases  of  Tubercular 
disease  of  other  parts  of  the  body  have  been  notified,  one 
is  at  work  regularljD  The  home  conditions  in  all  cases 
were  satisfactory. 

The  arrangements  of  the  County  Council  for  the 
treatment  of  non-insured  persons  suffering  from  this 
disease  will  be  completed  probably  about  IMay.  They 
include  50  beds  at  Mowsley  Sanatorium  (18  for  insured 


persons),  22  beds  at  Hinckley  Dispensary  (8  for  insured 
persons),  and  8 at  Coalville  Dispensary  (4  for  insured 
persons). 


The  trvo  Dispensaries  receive  out-patients  as  well,  and 
a Sub-dispensary  is  established  at  Melton-Mowbr.u}', 
while  another  will  shortly  he  opened  at  Loug-hborough. 


Cases  from  this  district  are  dealt  with  either  at  Mowsley 
Sanatorium  or  Coalville  Dispensary.  Tuberculin  (out- 
patient) treatment  is  carried  out  by  the  Tuberculosis 
(Officer  only.  Tuberculin  not  bring  supplied  to  Medical 
Practitioners  for  use  in  patients  own  homes.  Shelters  are 
at  present  provided  in  suitable  cases  for  insured  persons, 
and  when  the  Count}’  Council  Scheme  is  in  operation, 
will  he  available  for  dependents  and  other  non-insiu’ed 
cases.  There  is  a Certificated  Nurse  acting  as  Health 
Visitor  for  this  district.  All  cases  are  visited  by  her  and 
a report  is  received  by  me  in  each  case  from  her.  Each 
case  is,  in  addition,  visited  by  me  and  any  insanitary  or 
defective  housing  conditions  reported  by  me  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Notification  of  Births  is  in  force. 


The  compulsory  notification  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 
by  both  Medical  men  and  Midwives  comes  into  force  on 
April  1st.  The  necessary  certificates  have  been  supplied 
for  this  purpose  to  those  concerned. 

I beg  to  recommend  to  your  particular  attention  the 
provision  of  better  closet  accommodation  for  Albert 
ATllnge,  and  the  urgent  necessity  for  ash  vaults  to  privy 
middens  being  closed  so  as  to  prevent  dissemination  of 
•lust  ill  dry  weather. 

The  scavenging,  though  less  unsatisfactory  than  in 
past  years,  still  requires  constant  and  frequent  supervision. 


Ill  coil  elusion,  I beg  to  congratulate  your  Council 
uyon  the  prom^it  installation  of  tiie  new  Water  8clieine. 
This  will  be  an  immense  advantage  to  the  district,  wbicb 
has  in  certain  areas  suffered  for  yeai’s  from  defective* 
supplies.
